In response to the Restriction Requirement dated May 11, 2005, Applicants 
provisionally elect with traverse Group I, and identify Claims 1-7, and 13-17 as readable on 
the elected group. 

Applicants traverse the outstanding Restriction Requirement because, as set forth in 
MPEP § 803: "If the search examination of an entire application can be made without serious 
burden, the Examiner must examine it on the merits, even though it includes claims to 
distinct or independent inventions."
